Report of Library Trustees. 


It is with feelings of general satisfaction for what has been 
accomplished, in the short space of three years, that the Trustees 
of the Town Library submit this brief report. 

During the winter of 1892-3, the question of the acceptance of 
the state’s conditional offer of a donation of $1too in books, was 
generally and favorably discussed and considered throughout the 
town, and culminated inits acceptance at the annual town meet- 
ing, and the election of a Board of ‘Trustees, who by reappoint- 
ment have since served you in that capacity. Besides the state’s 
donation, the library in its infancy, through the generosity of the 
proprietors of the Brentwood Association Library, received an ad- 
dition of more than 300 volumes, including many of great value, 
and also a considerable number presented by private indi- 
viduals, so that it started with a list of nearly 500 volumes. ‘This 
number, by purchase with the funds annually appropriated for the 
purpose, by gifts from individuals and other sources, has increased 
your library to 840 volumes. 

The selection of the books purchased has been a difficult, and in 
some instances a thankless task. ‘The old saying that “ what is one 
man’s meat is another’s poison,” has no better exemplification than 
here, and if any person thinks fora moment that it is an easy and 
pleasant diversion, to, with a limited appropriation, select a list of 
books that will please young and old, grave and gay, those who 
seek either rest, excitement, knowledge, or improvement of the 
mind, through the medium of books, he has only to try the trick to 
prove his delusion. 

Your Trustees have only, however, been subjected to the usual 
amount of disinterested(?) advice, and criticism that falls upon 
the heads of similar unpaid officials. 

In the selection of books, while, in all cases, we have chosen none 
but those whose moral tone is unquestioned, we have tried to cater 
to the various individual tastes as far as possible and consistent. 
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We feel gratified to know that our townspeople show a refined 
and appreciative taste for the best reading, a taste that is increas- 
ing, as the increased demand upon the library plainly shows. Still 
at times it has been at least amusing to hear certain books criti- 
cised and condemned, and others commended, and shortly after to 
listen to another critic who reversed the operation. 

We hope that we shall not give the impression that we claim any 
superior knowledge or adaptation to this duty. We have been 
largely dependent upon book reviews in making selections ; these in 
a few instances have been disappointing, and several books when 
received have neither met the expectations of the library’s patrons, 
or our own. Such occasional instances cannot well be avoided, as 
it is impossible for the Trustees to read all the books before pur- 
chasing. ‘The books purchased with the fund raised by an enter- 
tainment in November, were nearly all suggested and selected by 
the participants in that affair, and your Trustees, while generally 
approving the selection, do not in an official capacity assume any 
responsibility for it. 

We would respectfully suggest several much-needed wants, for 
which we hope a sufficient appropriation will be made at the forth- 
coming town meeting. 

First. The library has now attained to such proportions that a 
catalogue is obviously and indispensably necessary. ‘This need not 
incur much expense, as we judge that the Trustees and Librarian 
will voluntarily and gratuitously assume the labor of preparing the 
manuscript. But the printer’s bill must be provided for. Copies 
of the catalogue can be sold to patrons for a sum sufficient to 
reimburse the town for the appropriation, or to swell the library 
fund. 

SeconD. ‘The book case, also a gift from the Association Library, 
is entirely inadequate for the continually increasing demands of the 
Library. More than one-half of the books are now necessarily 
piled up or placed on extemporized shelves, and cannot be put into 
proper shape for inspection. We need a large and convenient 
book case or several smaller ones. 

- Our Librarian has for three years furnished the town with a 
library room, rent free, donating her services also for the larger 


a 


partof the time. It cannot require a great amount of discern- 
ment to foresee that there must be an end to this arrangement 
sometime. ‘Thesize of the Library at present makes it an incubus 
in a private house, and before many years it will entirely outgrow 
its present quarters. Other towns all around us, some with smaller 
libraries, have constructed suitable buildings to place them in. 

We leave it to the good sense of our townspeople to suggest a 
remedy, and to act upon it.
